miles there are nine towns and every 
gulch hoi Its cabins and bouses, and 
every- hill Its shaft houses and prospect 
holes by the- thousand. 
Tne populiMon 


Is estimated at 20,000 number of pro- 
ducing mines at ninety or more. No one 
knows how many 
valuable producers 


there are nnd no one can anything more 
than roughly estimate the holes which 
are being dug. 
They number Intp tho 
hundreds. In.some places the hills are 
covered with men. 
Probably ^o other camp In the world 
possesses the physical features, shown nt 
Cripple Creek.
